Are you fond of pork? Many people 


eat pork, and seem to like it. 
Well, 


Terese, let's read this appetizing little 
story about the childhood of the dear 
little pork chop, with fringes on the 
end of the bones; the kind you get 
when you buy a real swagger lunch at 
some of the best Los Angeles restau- 
rants, and tip the waiter two-bits. It 
comes from the Baldwin Park piggery, 
some of it. Not all of it, oh no! for 
they can't begin to furnish pork foi 
Los Angeles. 
But the point is, that 


whatever is raised 
at the Baldwin 


Park piggery, is 
consumed in Los 


Angeles county, by you and me, Ter 
ese. 


And the other day a party of gentle 


men took a pleasure trip through the 
piggery at Baldwin Park—it was a 
hot day and there wasn't much breeze 
The piggery lies in a wilderness o 
sage-brush, chaparral and sand, on the 
east bank of the San Gabriel river 
on the Covina electric line. Between 
18,000 and 19,000 hogs are now spend 
ing the summer there, according to th 
foreman, who also added that th 
management 'expected several thous 
and more from the piggeries at Ver 
non within the next few days. He in 
tin.ated that he wouldn't have accom 
modations after the arrival of the ex 
,ra several thousand, and that he would 
hang out the "Rooms All Taken" sign 
There are about 1300 acres occupiei 
by pens and sheds, corrals and othe 
buildings. 
The "administration build 


ing" is in the .interior of the acreage 
surrounded by pig-pens on all sides 
The ground is thickly carpeted wit 
ancient, decayed, and dried garbage 
that has been thrown down to kee 
the wheels of the wagons from goin 
up to the hubs in the sand. 


When" the investigating party ar- 


rived in the midst of the hog-ranch, 
they found that there were "pigs to 
the right of them, pigs to the left of 
them, pigs in front and back of them, 
squealing and grunting. But not all 
were capable of squealing or grunt- 
ing. 
Here and there, in a pen where 


there 
were 
other 
pigs 
staggering 


around, was to be seen a dead pig, 
with the flies eating his eyes out, and 
the live hogs rooting him about—his 
carcass swelled by the heat of the 
blistering sun. 
The gentlemen who 


walked through the piggery, saw sev- 
en of these dead hogs, lying among 
their fellows. 
The sight of a dead 


log was not an unusual thing, but 
what was also very interesting to the 
lovers of the little pork sausage and 
the sweet little pork chop, was the 
fact that hundreds of the hogs seemed 
very ill. They could scarcely stand 
on their feet, and when stirred up 
with a stick, would get upon tremb- 
ling legs that twisted cross-wise under- 
neath them, and after stumbling for 
a few feet, would fall again. This is 
"swill fever," according to the at- 
taches of the resort. 
A Vernon hog- 


owner volunteered information recent- 
ly, in which he stated that about 95 
percent of the hogs fed on garbage 
were very sick at some time with 
swill fever, and that out of this 95 per- 
cent, there were generally about 40 
percent that died. 
The other sixty 


percent were fattened on garbage and 
sold to the leading meat concerns of 
Los Angeles, and 
eventually 
found 


their way to the table. Not the tables 
of the poor, Terese, nor even the very 
poor, but the tables of the poor, the 
wealthy and tne rich alike. For, it is 
said that nogs fattened and raised on 
garbage are liable to be very tender 
)o-k. 
But the Los Angeles meat in- 


pectors say that they can always tell 
he carcass of a garbage-fed hog when 
mnging in the market, because it has 
i peculiar saffron hue, the mark of 
will fever. 
The gentlemen who walked through 


Porcine Park on the San Gabriel riv- 
er, found that the resort was not kept 
up to the highest mark of landscape 
gardening. 
Some of the pens were 


mil-filled with the liquid from the gar- 
)af.re, and the hogs were lying in it, 
up to their snouts in a kind of yellow 
slime. 
Others were comparatively 


Iry. but the hogs were lying in beds 
of decaying meat and every imagin- 
able kind of offal. 
Sick pigs were 


found on every slue, in spite of the 
fact that many sick pigs had been i 
killed and taken away just before this 
visit, per order of the county veterin- 
arian, who said that he wouldn't stand 
for such conditions any longer. 


One thing that interested the gent- 


lemen on this pleasure trip, was the 
fact that quits' often the party came 
across dead rats as large as good- 
sized kittens. Dead rats are taken out 
of the pig-puns, if they can be dis- 
covered before the pigs eat them, as 
they arfs'plendid disease distributors, 
and" 
even the owners of these pigs 


have 
found this out. Dead rabbits 


and bfjuirn.'ls are also to be seen ly- 
ing around. 
Some of the hogs were 


swelled about the head with cholera. 


After over six months of serious 


llness from paralysis, during which 
ime he for a period recovered, and 
eemed to be out of danger, Abner A. 
Davis, a well-known and highly re- 
pected rancher of Covina, died yes- 
erday 
morning shortly after eight 


j'clock. He was nearly 65 years old. 


Mr. Davis came to Covina on the 


death 
of his brother, 
G. Dykeman 


Davis, about two years ago. 
He as- 


sumed the responsibility of settling 
lis brother's estate, which largely 
consisted of about nineteen acres of 
orange orchard in splendid condition, 
at the corner of San Bernardino road 
and Grand avenue. 
He has owned 


and lived upon this property since that 
time, and he became prominent in the 
business and social life of the com- 
munity. He was stricken with a pa 
•alysis which confined him to his bed 
:or months, and he was practically 
lelpless during the greater portion of 
ast winter. On recovering somewhat 
he made trips to the city of Covina 
but was very feeble. He suffered an 
other stroke a few days ago, and sank 
slowly, until the end came yesterday 
morning. 


Besides a widow at the ranch, he 


leaves two daughters, being Mrs. J. A 
Peters of Barranca street, and Har 
riet L. Davis. He also leaves four sis 
ters, Mrs. Anna Woodbury of Battle 
boro, Vermont; Mrs. M. J. Wetmore 
Boston; Mrs. Noble and Mrs. Dyke 
man of St. Johns, New Brunswick 
Mr. Davis was a native of King 
county, New Brunswick, and was born 
September 20, 1846. He was a mem 
her of Live Oak lodge of Masons o 
Oakland, transferring his membership 
to the Covina lodge on moving here. 
He was a member of the lodge of Odd- 
fellows at Santa Cruz, and also an af- 
filiated member of the Eastern Star 
and "Rebekahk 
The funeral will be 


held on Monday morning at the Bap- 
"tist church. Rev. W. W. Catherwpod 
officiating, with 'appropriate music by 
a mixed quartette. - The body will be 
taken by special car over the Pacific 
Electric line to Los Angeles, where 
the rites of cremation will be per- 
formed.

so crowded with maggots that 
it 


seems to move in waves like the surf 
at Venice. This garbage is gathered 
in Los Angeles by the V. D. Reduc- 
tion Company, and sold to the individ- 
ual hog owners. 


One gentleman, after having made 


the tour of inspection, said: "Well, 
now that I have seen how hogs are 
fed and raised, I think I will go back 
to my first choice of roasted nigger. 
There are some objections to roast 
nigger, but I prefer it to eating these 
hogs." 
Dr. Ward B. Rowland of Pasadena, 


county veterinarian, has given out a 
very "sharp report on this piggery at 
Baldwin Park, and the boad of super- 
visors is being beseeched from several 
sources to create an ordinance against 
the feeding of garbage to hogs. 
The 


city of Los Angeles, however, only a 
few days ago, decided that, for the 
present, it would be best to continue 
to sell the garbage to the Reduction 
company, inasmuch as there were 
three more years to go on the original 
contract, and that, there was money 
in selling garbage. 
The 
people of 


Los Angeles have not been awakened 
tn the deadly peril from these gar- 
bage-led hogs. 
When they do, they 


are liable to put the Los Angeles city 
council in one of the pens at the Bald- 
win Park piggery.

government would be unable to pre- 
vent its own dissolution. 


Federal Elections. 


The whole thing in its essential 


aspect belongs to Congress, for the 
election of Federal office holders is 
the key to the entire situation. 
Ac- 


cordingly, the test should be made in 
Congress and not in !;tate campaigns. 


Certainly, if you secure a footing in 


the supreme council of the nation, you 
can then, with little difficulty, gain the

We have nothing in our 


way, 
and statesmen could not then 


say, as 
they have heretofore said 


about the state franchise, that they are 
in favor of it, but the law is against 
It. Besides, do you not know that the 
whole thing is controlled by a gigan- 
tic trust whose seat is in Washington 
and whose hand shapes the political 
policy of every state in the Union? 


There is no doubt about it. Wash- 


ington should be our objective point 
So deeply was I impressed with this 
fact, that I became the author of a 
bill now before the Senate 
of 
the 


United States, which provides for the 
entire separation of state and federal 
elections, and incidentally, of course 
qualifies women for the federal suf- 
frage. 
That bill is fathered by Rob- 


ert L. Owen, United States Senator 
from the new state of Oklahoma, and 
one of the most brilliant statesmen of 
our time. 


Of course the long mooted question, 


which was brought up again when I 
was last in Washington, as to whether 
the suffrage was a natural or an ac- 
quired right, has never been settled 
but whatever may be said about that, 
one thing is certain, in a representa- 
tive republic like ours, each citizen 
has a natural right to acquire a poli- 
tical right, and the conditions fixed 
for the acquisitions of that right, must 
be such as are capable of human at- 
tainment 
Of course, the states may 


regulate the right of a suffrage among 
their citizens, but they cannot deny 
that right to any citizen of the United 
States. 
They may prescribe 
qualifi- 


cations, so long as they are uniform 
fix a standard of education, of morals , 
and of age, for these are conditions 
for the good of the whole, and to 
which all may sooner or later attain, 
but to single out a certain class of 
citizens and say to them, notwith- 
standing you possess all these quali- 
fications, you shall never vote, is so 
far from being a legitimate exercise of 
the right to regulate, that it is in effect 
a criminal abuse of that right. 


Chosen by the People. 


The national constitution provides 


Congress, nor can they prescribe the 
qualifications for those Eo Nomine. 


Here the supreme court has said 


plainly that the states cannot pre- 
scribe the qualifications for federal 
electors, and if they'cannot prescribe 
those 
qualifications, how can 
they 


deny the right to vote for such officers, 
to any citizen under such qualifica- 
tions as he has, if those qualifications 
correspond exactly, except for sex 
to those which the state have fixed for 
their own voters. It has nothing what- 
ever to do with them, but is a nation- 
al matter entirely. 


There is another reason why women 


should be given the federal electorate. 
They owe a paramount allegiance to 
the United States, and the United 
States owes exactly the same thing to 
them. 
The long contested questions 


of a supreme and paramount allegi- 
ance on the part of our citizens to the 
United States, was once and forever 
setteled by the bloodiest and most 
devastating civil war the world has 
ever known. The result was that those 
who claimed that the Union was an 
ndissoluable union of 
indestructable 


states, and that a paramount allegi- 
ance was due to the United States 
trprn every citizen thereof, completely 
triumphed, and that doctrine estab- 
ished beyond a doubt. 
Hereafter it 


nust be conceded that wherever the 
two allegiances, federal and state of 
in American citizen, conflict the 'lat- 
er must yield to the former

ORDINANCE NO. 90. 


An Ordinance Fixing the Salary of the 


City Assessor and the Compensa- 


tion of the City Marshal for 


Certain Services. 


The Board of Trustees of the City 


of Coviua do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That the salary of the 


City Assessor of the City of Covina is 
hereby fixed at the sum of two hun- 
dred dollars ($200.00) per annum, pay- 
able on the completion of the assess- 
ment. 


Section 2. The compensation of the 


City Marshal of the City of Covina for 
the collection of taxes other than li- 
cense taxes shall be two 
hundred 


dollars ($200.00) per annum, payable 
upon the filing of the delinquent list 
with the City Clerk. 


Section 3. The City Clerk shall cer- 


tify to the adoption of this ordinance 
and shall cause the same to be pub- 
lished once in the "Covina Argus," a 
weekly newspaper published and cir- 
culated in the City of Covina, and 
thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall take effect and be in force. 


The foregoing ordinance was adopt- 


ed at a regular meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Covina held 
on the 20th day of June, 1911, by the 
affirmative vote of at least three trus- 
tees, to wit: 
Ayes: Griswold, Wilson, and Welch. 
Noes: None. 
Absent: Ratekin and Warner.
